MOSQUITOES IN LA, 
MISS. AREA 


GAINESVILLE, Miss. (AP) — 
NASA's Mississippi Test Opera- 
tion was scheduled to open a mas- 
sive aerial attack against mos- 
quitoes this week on its 141,500- 
acre space installation area. 

NASA borrowed airplanes from 
the Air Force to spray one-tenth 
pound of malathion per acre over 
the entire area which includes 
parts of Hancock County and 
Pearl River County in Mississippi 
ind St. Tammany Parish, La. 

The planes will operate out of 
the Picayune airport. 

_ The stop-gap measure was de- 
signed to relieve the mosquito in- 
festation in communities surround- 
ing the NASA rocket testing site, 
The entire area was expected to 
be covered in three days. 

NASA initiated the program as 
a temporary measure to aid work- 
Ts in the $500 million test site 
until an area-wide project can go 
into effect. 1 

The counties of Jackson, Harri- 
son and Hancock and the city of 
Picayune have endorsed a co- 
Operative program to help curb 
mosquitoes permanently. 

NASA advised local residents 
that malathion was not harmful 
to humans, plants or animal life.

SENTENCE GIVEN 

PASCAGOULA, Miss. - J. C. 
Ware, 21, of Vancleave, pleaded 
guilty on three counts of arson 
Monday in Jackson County Cir- 
cuit Court and was sentenced by 
Judge Darwin-Maples to two years 
on each count, to run concurrently.

MTO, a division of the George C. 
Marshall Space Fitght Center in 
Huntsville, Ala, will be the test- 
ing site for NASA’s huge rocket 
stages and engines which will be 
used in this nation’s Manned Lunar 
Landing Program.

- The high- 
est monetary awards ever present- 
ed at the NASA-Marshall Space 
Flight Center here went to six 
employees for three significant 
inventions pertaining to their 
space rocket work. s 

Roy E. Currie, Jr., received the 
highest award, $1,500, for his re- 
lay binary circuit. 

Dorrance L. Anderson, Albert 
E. Wilis, Carl E. Winkler and 
John M. Gould shared a $1,500 a- 
ward for inventing a static inver- 
ter. 

Werner R. Eulitz received $1,000 
award for inventing a slosh sup- 
pressing device, and method. 

The NASA Invention and Con- 
tribution Board, Washington, made 
the award. Dr. James A. Hootman 
is the executive secretary. a 

Currie’s invention is said to be 
a more simple, effective and ver- 
satile form of a relay binary cir- 
cuit. Fast and certain binary 
switching is achieved by the high 
impulse discharges from the capa- 
citors directly through the switch- 
ing relays. 

Within its range of operation. 
the frequency region below 100 
cycles - the invention successfully 
cbtains the advantages of pure 
electronic switching, such as long 
circuit life, and eliminates such 
objections to electronic switching 
as substantially higher cost and 
circuit susceptibility to false trig- 
gering. 

All groups engaged in electronics 
are expected to benefit from the 
invention. 

The circuit has been used in an 
ion engine programmer, a fre- 
quency divider for simulated cir- 
cuits, and is planned for a space 
vehicle switch selector.

9 PERCENT HIGHER 


ATLANTA, GA. - Purchases of 
pulpwood grown in Mississippi and 
delivered to pulp and paper mills 
during 1962 totaled $42,000,000, 
according to H. J. Malsberger of 
Atlanta, general manager of the 
Southern Pulpwood Conservation 
Association. 


{Last year’s total for the state, 
he added, wag nine percent higher 
than the value of $38,376,000 re- 
porteg for the 1961 deliveries. 

These figures were based on the 
results of a 12-state survey con- 
ducted by the U. S. Forest Service 
Experiment Stations at Asheville, 
N. C., and New Orleans, La., in co- 
operation with SPCA. 


Among the 77 counties in the 
state where pulpwood was produc- 
ed, the three leading counties, and 
the value of deliveries shipped 
from each, were Clarke, $1,726, 
180; Greene, $1,293,280; and Jack- 
son, $1,268,740. 


Mississippi’s share in the pro- 
duction of wood raw material for 
the pulp ang paper industry, Mr. 
Malsberger said, was part of an 
all-time high pulpwood harvest 
for the South as a whole. 


The region’s total for 1962 was 
$511,726,000, a gain of six per cent 
over the previous record of $484, 
614,000 for 1961. 


The South’s pulpwood harvest 
last year wag not only fifty-eight 
per cent of the total for the na- 
tion, Mr. Malsberger stressed, but 
was also greater than that of any 
single foreign country and more 
than in any area of comparable 
size in the world. 

He emphasized, too, that figures 
projected from Federal Govern- 
ment surveys show that for the 
‘South as a whole, there is a con- 
‘tinuing favorable ratio of forest 
growth over removal. This includ- 
es removal of. trees harvested for 
man’s use, as well as losses result- 
ing from fire, insects and disease. 

“The demand for paper and

Meanwhile, Stennis noted the 
House Committee on Science and 
Astronautics earlier this week ap- 
proved a construction program of 
$82,696:903° - fur -tie ‘Mississippi 
operation. 

The House-approved figure was 
19 million dollars below the figure 
of $111,690,000 recommended for 
Mississippi by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration. 

The committee action involves 
authorization of the construction 
program, with the actual appro- 
priations of funds for such con- 
struction to come as a later step 
following action by the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committee.

“NAKED” RAW GRAB

WASHINGTON, - Senator John 
Stennis told the Senate here this 
week the proposed civil rights bill, 
if adopted “will destroy more indi- 
vidual rights and liberties than 
it could possibly protect.” 


Stennis, in a major Senate floor 
speech, said, This bill, if it should 
become law, would vest in one in- 
dividual - the Attorney General of 
the United States - more naked 
and raw power over the life and 
property of citizens of this nation 
than has ever been held by any 
other individual in the history of 
this nation.” 

Stennis said the proposed legis- 
lation is “punitive and oppressive, 
and it far exceeds any of the 
vicious plans devised by Thaddeus 
Stevens in Reconstrucion Days.” 

Blasting the grab for power un- 
der the proposed new civil rights 
plan, Stennis said, “It would be- 
stow upon the Attorney General, 
the President’s brother - almost 
unlimited power and authority to 
interfere with and intrude upon 
fielss which are ultimately related 
to customs, social patterns and 
daily lives of our people. 

“It is directed at controlling and 
regimenting such matters as vot- 
ing, public education, public ac- 
commodations, employment oppor- 
tunities, and the administration of 
programs for federal grants, loans 
and guaranties to States and indi- 
viduals.” 

Stennis, one of 18 Southern 
Senators working as a Southern 
bloc to defeat the civil rights legis- 
lation, said:
